The Hon, Geo, P, Smith, min. 
ister of education, has issued ao 


schools throughout the province,

| most gratifying, Mr Smith states 
| that the schools of the province are 
jtoday operating one hundred per 
cent strony. There are about 4000 
jteachers engaged, and of these 
about 3000 are in rural and village 
schools, While this is the period 
|during which the number of per. | 
mits reaches the maximum each 
year, there are only 227 schools in 
the province in the hands of per. 
mit teachers, ‘This ia the smallest 
oumber of permits in use during 
the months of May and Jane since 
the province was formed, All the | 
permit teachers have at least Grade | 
XI. high school standiog, and) 
many of them are first, second, or 
third year university students,! 
while some are even university | 
graduates, the only thing lacking | 
being their Normal School tratn- 
ing. 

Mr Smith points out, however, 
that the situation, encouraging as 
itis, does not mean that all our 
troubles are over, In addition to} 
the 227 permit teachers, there are 
about 200 fully qualified teachers 
from amongst the university stu- 
dents who are teachi g¢ for the 
|summer months. They will re. 
jturn to their studies in Ootober, 
jand the province will be left again 
| with a shortage of probably 400 
teachers for the winter months; 
anc in spite of considerable num. 
‘bers coming in from other pro. 
vinces, there will be a steady wast 
age which will cause that condition 
to prevail until the following April 
wheo the new Normal School class

teachers is constuntly fluctuating, |

Why Rain Melts Rocks 
Due to Carbonic and Nitric Acid In 
Water. 

When we sce great boulders of 

hard rock such as granite, it seems al- 
most incredible that rain has the pow- 
er of melting them, 
In-rain there-ave-two things in ad- 
dition to water which assist this won- 
derful process. These are nitric acid 
and carbonic acid, and these are form- 
ed in the rain when the oxygen and 
nitrogen become charged with elec- 
tricity as so often happens during 
thunderstorms, 

Of these two acids that slowly eat 
their way into the rocks, perhaps car- 
bonic is the more important 

By its action it gradually melts the 
hard granite upon which the rain falls 
and so transforms it, first into sand- 
stone and afterwards into sand. 

Of course this process is a very 
slow one, but it goes on with a won- 
derful certainty. 

These two acids in rain are even 
more important in their relation to 
life, for carbonic and nitric acids form 
part of the food upon which all plants 
live, 


Agricultural Societies Active.

open to visitors daily from 11.30 to

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Premier Norris’: 
To Call Prairie 
Premiers’ Conference 


To Discuss Condition of Settlers and 
Unoccupied Land Problem, 

Premier T, C. Norris, of Manitoba, 
has been requested to call a confer- 
ence of the three prairie premiers to 
discuss and agree upon a plan for 
dealing with the unoccupied land 
problem in Western Canada, 

It is generally agreed by the busi- 
ness and farming interests of the 
country that uniform provincial legis- 
lation is necessary to effectively as- 
sist the various colonization agencies 
in settling the idle lands close to rall- 
ways and now held out of production. 

A firm listing of unoccupied lands 

at fixed prices for a reasonable period 
Was the main proposal contained in a 
memorial to the Western Govern- 
ments by General. A. D. McRae, man- 
aging director of the Western Can- 
ada Colonization Association, a few 
days ago. His suggestion for en- 
abling legislation lias met with unt- 
versal support in each of the three 
prairie provinces, The view is strong- 
ly held that the creation of a Land 
Board under the Minister of Agricul- 
ture in cach province, which would 
take listings of the unoccupied lands 
in Western Canada, and thus pro- 
vide a medium through which all col- 
Onization agencies could operate, 
would be of incalculable value in as- 
sisting settlement of the vacant areas 
in Western Canada. The enabling 
legislation thus proposed in General 
McRae’s memorial: has consequently 
met with almost universal support in 
each of the prairie provinces. 
It is proposed that the conference 
will not only consider the needs of 
the incoming settler but as well the 
conditions surrounding agriculturists 
now on the land. The opinion has 
been expressed by General McRae 
that one old settler is worth several 
hew ones, and the problems of those 
now in the country should be fully 
considered at the forthcoming pre- 
miers’ conference. Speaking in the 
Manitoba Legislature a few days ago 
Attorney-General T, H. Johnson sald 
that the Manitoba Government was 
greatly impressed with the useful re- 
sults that are likely to attend the con- 
ference in question,

Commission Receives 
German Gold 


Millions of Marks Placed at Disposal 
of Reparations Body. 

The reparations commission has of- 
ficially announced that Germany had 
placed at its disposal 150,000,000 
marks, partly in gold and partly in 
foreign currency. It was added that 
the reparations commission was mak- 
ing arrangements to accept delivery 
of the payment 

The reparations commission in its 
reply to the German Government 
accepting the payment of 150,000,000 
gold marks, makes it clear that this 
amount will be receivéd only on ac- 
count of the one billion marks due 
May 31, which must be forthcoming 
before that date in gold or approved 
forcign cftfrency, bills or drafts on 
the German treasury, endorsed by 
approved German banks and payable 
in pounds ‘stérling at London, franes 
at Paris, dolYars at New York
